As can be seen from the declaration and statement of facts, the inventors are 
in Europe, and contact with them has been through the Dutch firm of Vriesendorp & 
Gaade ("Vriesendorp") who represents Case Packing Sales Europe B.V. ("Case") 
which is owned and/or controlled by one of the inventors. The subject matter which 
Is the subject of this application was developed jointly by Case and by Free-Flow 
through a Dutch affiliate. Free-Flow and Case have recently had a falling out and are 
currently involved in litigation. The inventors have failed to respond to repeated 
requests to sign declaration, assignment and power of attorney papers for the 
application, and it appears that the litigation may be the reason for that refusal. 

Unless Free-Flow is permitted to proceed with the application without execution 
by the inventors, the patent rights in the invention will be lost, and it would be a gross 
miscarriage of justice to allow a disenchanted owner of a company in another country, 
hiding behind that company's Dutch attorneys, to prevent Free-Flow from obtaining 
its legitimate patent rights in the United States in this manner.

I, Edward S. Wright, make the following statement under penalty of perjury and 

upon my oath of office as a registered patent attorney. 

1. I filed the application identified above at the request of the Dutch firm 
Vriesendorp & Gaade ("Vriesendorp") on behalf of Case Packing Sales Europe B.V., a 
Dutch company ("Case"), and Free-Flow Packaging International, Inc., a corporation of 
the State of Delaware, with a place of business in Redwood City, California ("Free- 
Flow"). I represent Free-Flow, and Vriesendorp represents Case. The request came in 
the form of a letter dated 19 December, 2001 , a copy of which is attached as Exhibit A. 
I am informed and believe that Case is owned and/or controlled by inventor Acquarius. 

2. Since both of the inventors named in the application are residents of Holland 
and Vriesendorp is the one who was in contact with them and the one who asked me 
to file the application initially, I faxed declaration, assignment and power of attorney 
papers to Vriesendorp, with a letter dated December 21 , 2001 (Exhibit B), requesting that 
they be signed by the inventors and returned for filing with the application. 



3. That same day, my secretary Marie L. Cerimeli also sent the declaration, 
assignment and power of attorney papers to Vriesendorp by email (Exhibit C). 

4. Vriesendorp did not respond to either my December 21 letter or my secretary's 
email, and on January 4, 2002, we faxed a follow-up letter to Vriesendorp (Exhibit D), 
indicating that we would proceed with the filing of the U.S. application without the formal 
papers if we did not receive them by the January 8 national phase filing deadline for the 
international application (PCT/NL01/00351) upon which the application is based. When 
the papers were not returned, I filed the application without them. 

5. Upon receipt of the Notification of Missing Requirements under 35 U.S.C. 371 , 
I sent new declaration, assignment and power of attorney papers to Vriesendorp, with 
a letter (Exhibit E) requesting that they be signed by the inventors and returned to me 
for filing in the U.S. Patent Office. 

6. By letter dated June 12, 2002 (Exhibit F), Vriesendorp advised me that despite 
several reminders, they had not received the executed documents from their client, and 
asked that I obtain an extension of the term for submitting them. 

7. By letter dated June 17, 2002 (Exhibit G), I confirmed to Vriesendorp that we 
would obtain the necessary extension(s) and asked them to document the efforts they 
made to get the inventors to sign the declaration and assignment papers to aid us in 
completing the filing of the application without the inventors' cooperation.
